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Dear Mr. Rochette, 


Thank you for your letter of 24 October kindly suggesting that you 
make food and agriculture the theme of the ANA's coming National Coin 
Week, to run from 21 to 27 April 1969. 


This is a most welcome initiative, and in fact goes one better than 
the suggestion I made last year to Sgt. and Mrs. Bronson (which ended 
with their letter of 6 June 1967) that food and agriculture be made the theme 
of a coming international numismatic week. It goes one better because it 
will treat the subject in depth and, because it relates to a world theme, may 
provide useful experience if the international week idea is taken up again. 


We will give the idea all the support we can, both by mentioning it 
in our December bulletin, and perhaps also by attempting to get certain 
countries to time their coin issues'for release during the Week. In this 
connection it has occurred to me that, now that the WPNA and Sherritt 
have devoted their 1968 medals to the FAO theme, we might ask, say, the 
Franklin Mint to produce a special medal for your 1969 Week. Certainly 
Mr. Slabaugh has been very sympathetic to the FAO plan. 


I hope, too, that you can obtain useful background material from 
our 17 bulletins issued to date, where we have illustrated over 300 modern 
agricultural coins from more than 100 countries, as well as some 120 medals. 
Also, the Week should provide a useful focus for inaugurating several projects 
suggested by other North American partners, about whose development I 
shall keep you informed.
